MAYOR'S  ADDRESS, 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Couxcir.  : 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  my  predecessors,  upon 
their  induction  to  office,  I  desire  to  state  briefly  at  this  time 
the  present  condition  of  our  Municipal  affairs,  aud  to  call 
your  attention  to  some  matters  ^vhich  will  probably  come 
before  you  for  your  consideration  during  the  year.  We 
enter  upon  our  duties  to-day,  gentlemen,  under  very  dif- 
ferent circumstances  from  those  which  have  surrounded  our 
predecessors  for  some  years  at  least.  It  is  not  only  mat- 
ter of  congratulation,  but  cause  for  humble  and  devout 
thanksgiving  on  our  part  in  common  with  all  our  fellow  cit- 
izens, that  the  days  of  civil  confusion  and  rebellion  have 
once  more  given  way  to  a  state  of  public  tranquility 
and  peace.  Tiiat  the  unparallelled  efforts  made  during  the 
past  four  years  for  our  destruction  have  resulted  in  paraly- 
sis to  the  parricidal  arm  raised  for  our  overthrow,  in  the 
complete  demonstration  of  the  self  sustaining  and  self  per- 
petuating power  of  a  government  insisting  on  the  observ- 
ance of  equal  rights  and  privileges  to  all,  and  in  our  assum- 
ing a  place  in  the  family  of  nations,  which,  if  we  are  true  to 
our  convictions  of  right,  will  prove  as  commanding  as  the 
privileges  aud  blessings  that  legitimately  flow  from  our 
form  of  governm.ent  are  unequalled.  I  am  happy  to  state 
that  the  City  has  at  all  times  during  the  rebelliou,  at  all  its 
crises,  on  the  heel  of  defeat  as  well  as  in  the  flush  of  victory, 
furnished  its  full  proportion  of  men  for  the  nation's  defence. 
That  our  patriotism  has  not  been  shown  less  by  the  effec- 
tiveness of  our  men  in  the  service  than  by  the  numbers  sent 
out,  the  gallant  conduct  and  heroic  death  of  our  best  young 


men  on  the  terrible  fields  of  this  unnatural  strife  bear  wit- 
ness. I  trust  that  the  memory  of  the  fallen  may  be  per- 
petuated by  the  speedy  erection  within  the  City  of  some 
monument  worthy  of  their  heroism. 

Since  the  breaking'  out  of  the  rebellion  we  have  raised 
and  sent  into  the  Aimy  and  Navy,  as  appears  by  the  Re- 
port of  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  one  thousand  and 
six  men,  leaving  at  our  last  enrollment  but  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-one  men  within  the  militar}'  age.  To  accom- 
plish this  it  has  been  necessary  to  raise  sums  of  money  far 
beyond  the  amount  of  our  ordinary  taxes,  and  the  City  is 
to-day  in  debt  about  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Sev- 
enty thousand  dollars  of  this  sum  has  been  funded  by  the 
issue  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  the  Cit3% 

Seventy  thousand  dollars  more  of  the  bonds  of  the  Cit^" 
bearing  six  per  cent,  interest  and  maturing  in  A.  D.  1884, 
remain  unsold,  leaving  a  lloating  debt  of  about  one  hundred 
and  thirty  thousand  dollars  to  be  provided  for.  This  debt, 
though  large  and  a  burden  g-reater  than  the  exigencies  of 
any  former  times  have  placed  upon  our  tax  payers,  is,  when 
compared  with  the  debts  of  most  of  our  towns,  compara- 
tively light.  I  understand  tliat  the  valuation  of  the  City 
last  year  was  rising  three  millions  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars — so  that  a  tax  of  less  than  6  per  cent,  on  our  valu- 
ation would  discharge  our  liabilities  and  cancel  our  whole 
debt.  How  and  when  this  debt,  especially  the  unfunded 
portion  of  it,  shall  be  paid,  are  questions  that  you  are  to 
meet  and  questions  that  in  their  solution  will  call  for  the 
exercise  of  sound  judgment  and  the  display  of  financial 
o,bility  on  your  part.  It  will  of  course  be  impracticable  to 
pay  our  whole  indebtedness  at  once,  though  I  am  very  far 
from  sympathizing  with  that  school  of  political  economists 
who  hold  a  public  debt  to  be  a  public  blessing.  I  believe 
that  in  this,  as  in  all  other  things,  individual  and  corporate 
interests  run  parallel,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  fur- 
ther expansion  of  our  liabilities  be  avoided  if  possible,  and 
that  measures  be  at  once  taken  providing  for  a  reduction  of 


our  present  debt  at  the  earliest  moment  practicable.  It 
mustbeborue  in  mind  that  with  the  most  rigid  economy  thai 
can  be  practiced  the  taxes  of  the  year  to  come  will  neces- 
sarily be  large.  It  is  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  City  can  be  met  by  so  small  an  appro- 
priation as  sufficed  before  the  depreciation  of  our  currency, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  additional  amount  of  money  that  we 
shall  be  obliged  to  raise  to  pay  the  interest  on  our  debt  and 
gradually  extinguish  the  principal.  In  order  to  relieve  the 
tax  payers  as  far  as  possible  from  this  extraordinary  bur- 
den, it  will  be  your  pleasure,  I  have  no  doubt,  to  keep  the 
current  expenses  down  to  the  lowest  point  consistent  with 
due  regard  to  the  honor  and  safety  of  our  public  interests. 

The  condition  of  our  streets  and  highways  is  in  the  main 
excellent,  and,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  no  unusual  appro- 
priation will  be  required  for  their  repair  the  coming  year. 
At  the  September  term,  A.  D.  1864,  of  the  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court  for  this  County,  the  highway  leading  to  Rollins- 
ford,  at  the  point  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad,  was  indicted  for  want  of  repairs  and  ol> 
structions  placed  therein.  There  being  no  question  but 
that  the  Railroad  was  responsible  for  the  grievance  com- 
plained of,  the  City  Solicitor,  immediately  upon  receiving 
legal  notice  of  the  finding  of  the  Indictment,  notifled  the 
Counsel  for  the  Railroad  that  they  could,  if  they  chose,  de- 
fend in  the  name  of  the  City,  which  they  have  since  done, 
and  the  State  having  prevailed  in  trial  by  jury  the  case  is 
now  before  the  whole  Court  for  decision  in  March  next, 
which  it  is  hoped  will  fully  settle  and  define  the  relative 
liabilities  of  the  City  and  the  Railroad  toward  the  public  at 
the  point  in  the  highway  complained  of,  as  well  as  secure- 
the  early  construction  of  such  a  bridge  over  our  highway 
by  the  Railroad  corporation,  as  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  the  travelling  public  requires. 

No  site  for  a  city  could  well  be  selected,  better  adapted 
for  cheap  and  easy  drainage  than  ours,  yet  here,  as  else- 
where, this  matter  of  the  construction  of  sewers   has  been 


strangely  imdervaliied  and  poorly  understood,  as  bearing 
on  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  people,  and  1  understand 
that  a  due  regard  to  the  wants  of  individual  and  the  public 
health  in  some  of  our  more  densely  populated  streets  will 
probably  require,  at  an  early  day,  some  outlay  for  sewers. 
Whatever  work  of  this  kind  is  attempted  should  be  done 
with  reference  to  the  wants  of  all  coming  lime,  and  each 
piece  of  work  should  be  so  constructed  as  in  no  sense  to 
be  regarded  as  an  independent  and  isolated  work,  but  as 
simply  a  section  of  a  great  net  work  of  drains  to  be  even- 
tually constructed  on  each  side  of  the  Cochecho  Eiver  for 
the  removal  of  the  refuse  matter  of  the  City. 

The  scrupulous  regard  which  it  is  your  bounden  duty  to 
exercise  for  the  public  health  will,  I  doubt  not,  find  you 
vigilant  in  adopting  all  sanitary  measures  necessary  to 
shield  us,  as  far  as  may  be,  from  the  ravages  of  the  pesti- 
lence which  it  is  thought  threatens  us  from  foreign  shores 
as  well  as  from  the  ordinary  diseases  of  our  climate. 

The  Police  force  for  the  year  past  has  consisted  of  the 
City  Marshal,  his  Assistant  and  four  Policemen,  who  have 
been  prompt  and  efficient  in  the  performance  of  the  delicate 
and  sometimes  hazardous  duties  of  their  office.  It  appears 
by  the  report  of  the  Marshal  that  290  arrests  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  the  amount  of  fines  and  costs 
imposed  by  the  Police  Court  has  been  $561,55. 

The  Poor  of  the  City  have  the  past  year  been  cared  for 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Caswell,  who  have  now  had  charge  of  the 
Alms-house  eight  years,  and  whose  services  always  highly 
commended  were  never  more  worthy  of  praise  than  at  the 
present  time. 

A  decided  change  in  the  management  of  our  Fire  Depart- 
ment has  been  made  the  past  year  by  substituting  Steam 
Fire  Engines  in  place  of  hand  Engines,  in  part.  Two  Steam- 
ers have  been  purchased  and  a  substantial  Engine  House 
for  their  accommodation  erected  on  Orchard  street,  at  a 
cost,  including  all  incidental  expenses,  of  about  $15,000, 
The  relative  superiority  of  Steamers  over  hand  Engines  is 


conceded  by  all  who  have  dispassioiialely  considered  the 
subject,  and  the  comparatively  small  force  required  to  man 
them  will,  it  is  believed,  essentially  reduce  the  expenses  of 
our  Fire  Department  at  the  same  time  that  our  ability  to 
check  and  extinguish  fires  will  be  sensibly  increased. 

I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion,  gentlemen,  from  an  expe- 
rience of  five  years  as  an  examiner  in  a  portion  of  our  pub- 
lic schools,  that  while  many  of  our  schools  are  models  of  ex- 
cellence in  themselves,  our  school  system  is  radically  de- 
fective and  insufficient,  that  it  operates  unequally  in  the 
distribution  of  its  benefits,  discriminating  harshly  and  op- 
pressively against  the  children  of  men  of  moderate  means 
and  affording  no  class  the  advantages  that  a  well  regulated 
system  should.  Our  schools  are  managed  under  three  dis- 
tinct systems,  each  independent  of  the  other.  School  Dis- 
tricts Nos.  1  and  2,  covering  substantially  the  densely  pop- 
ulated portion  of  the  City,  are  operated  under  the  Somers- 
worth  act,  so  called.  Xo.  1  has  a  system  of  imperfectly 
graded  primary  and  secondary  schools,  with  one  school  of 
a  higher  grade  which  is  made  to  do  duty  both  as  a  Gram- 
mar and  Iligh  School  as  best  it  may.  No.  2  has  a  thorough- 
ly graded  system  of  schools  culminating  in  a  High  School, 
while  the  other  Districts  are  continuing  along  under  the  old 
district  system  of  a  generation  ago.  You  will  perceive 
from  this  statement  that  the  prospect  of  the  child  for  an  ed- 
ucation, whose  parents  are  of  limited  pecuniary  means,  is 
dim  or  bright  according  to  the  location  his  father's  house 
may  chance  to  occupy.  If  he  resides  in  District  No.  2,  he 
may  be  better  educated  than  he  can  be  in  most  of  our 
Academies.  If  in  No.  1,  he  will  approximate  to  that  stand- 
ard, but  if  his  lot  happens  to  fall  in  the  other  Districts,  then 
he  must  commence  life  for  himself  with  the  merest  elements 
of  an  education.  This  ought  not  to  be.  Civilly  considered, 
the  children  of  the  rich  and  the  poor  are  equal,  entitled  to 
equal  rights  and  privileges.  Such  is  the  theory  of  our 
Government.  Upon  the  practical  observation  of  it,  we 
stake  our  National  life.     Iq  my  estimation  the   whole  City

should  be  thrown  into  one  District,  having  a  complete  sye* 
tern  of  thoroughly  graded  Primary,  Secondary  and  Gram- 
mar Schools,  affording,  as  they  would,  an  abundance  of  ma- 
terial for  one  High  School,  with  a  standard  of  admission  so 
high  that  it  would  be  excelled  by  no  similar  school  in  the 
State. 

Then  no  insuperable  obstacle  would  stand  in  the  way  of 
every  man's  child  receiving  such  an  education  as  our  in- 
terests require  that  the  Cit^^  should  afford.  Without  dwell- 
ing further  on  this  subject,  I  will  suggest  to  you  that,  if  my 
views  strike  you  favorably,  you  shall  make  an  effort  to  get 
an  expression  of  the  voters  in  the  several  Districts  at  their 
Annual  Meeting  in  March  next,  on  the  question  of  a  union 
of  all  our  school  districts  with  a  view  to  sustain  a  High 
School  for  the  whole  City.  Such  a  course  would  bring  the 
subject  fairly  before  our  people,  and  I  have  no  doubt  the 
result  would  be  favorable  to  the  cause  of  education. 

In  entering  on  the  discharge  of  our  duties  we  are  all  sen- 
sible of  the  importance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us  by  our 
fellow  citizens,  and  I  trust  we  shall  never  so  far  forget  the 
dignity  of  our  offices  or  of  our  manhood  as  under  any  cir- 
cumstances to  become  the  advocates  of  individual  interests 
at  the  expense  of  the  pul^lic  welfare.  In  order  to  secure  a 
prompt  and  efficient  administration  of  the  City  Government 
it  will  be  of  vital  importance  that  you  act  harmoniously, 
honestly  differing,  as  you  frequently  may,  as  to  matters  of 
expediency,  I  make  no  question  that  you  will  always  show 
yourselves  well  bred  gentlemen  and  discreet  legislators 
by  quietly  yielding  your  personal  preferences  to  what,  on 
the  whole,  may  seem  to  3'ou  best  to  subserve  the  [interests 
of  the  City.  Having  observed  to  act  with  fidelity  in  all 
things,  gentlemen,  I  trust  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  we 
may  be  conscious  that  our  efforts  in  the  public  behalf  have 
been  adequate  to  the  occasion  that  invoked  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

To  His  Honor  the  Ilayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Dover: 

Gentlemen  : — Agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  a  City 
Ordinance,  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  coa- 
dition  of  the  Fire  Department,  a  list  of  the  officers  and 
members,  the  location  of  reservoirs,  and  the  number  of  fires 
and  alarms. 

There  has  been  purchased  during  the  past  year,  two 
steam  fire-engines,  from  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Co.  : 
one  first  class  steamer,  double  engine  and  pump,  plays  four 
streams  ;  and  one  third  class  steamer,  single  engine  and 
pump,  plays  two  streams  ;  also,  2000  ft,  of  leading  hose, 
large  size,  2  1-2  in.  coupling,  and  one  hose  carriage  that  will 
carry  TOO  feet  of  hose,  and  have  contracted  for  another  of 
the  same  size. 

By  an  order  from  the  City  Council,  all  of  the  hand  engines 
except  No.  2,  have  been  dispensed  with,  and  are  for  sale. 

The  Department  consists  of  a  Chief  Engineer  and  two 
assistants  ;  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.,  40  men,  Dover  Steamer 
Co.  No.  1,  17  men,  Cochecho  Steamer  Co  ,  It  men.  Tiger 
Engine  Company  No  2.,  40  men,  making  117  men.

T — Shall  begin  at  Reynard's  brook  south 
of  David  Sargent's  house,  thence  by  said  Sargent's  to 
Rochester  line  :  also  the  road  leading  by  the  school  house 
to  the  railroad  crossing  and  the  road  to  Moses  Farnham's. 

Disfricf  Xo.  8 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  Grove 
and  Brick  streets,  thence  by  the  house  of  Ezra  Kimball  to 
Indian  Brook  :  also  the  road  by  R.  Kimball's  house  to  the 
house  of  Mr,  Fuller,  thence  to  the  railroad  crossing  near 
the  Whittier  bridge  :  also  the  Upper  Factory  road,  from 
the  school  house  to  the  south  side  of  the  bridge. 

Bistiicf  No.  9 — Shall  begin  at  Indian  Brook  near  the 
house  of  Oliver  S.  Horn,  thence  by  the  house  of  Joseph 
W.  Bennett  to  the  railroad  crossing,  on  the  cross  road  and 
to  the  railroad  crossing  near  the  Alms  House,  and  by  the 
house  of  Paul  Horn  to  the  house  of  Moses  Farnham. 

District  Xo.  10 — Shall  begin  at  the  railroad  crossing 
near  the  Alms  House,  thence  by  the  house  of  Timothy  H. 
Snell  to  Rochester  line,  the  road  leading  to  John  Trickey's 
farm,  and  the  cross  road  by  the  house  of  Horace  Kimball 
to  the  railroad  crossing. 

Distinct  Xo.  11 — Shall  begin  at  Dover  Point,  thence  to 
the  junction  of  the  roads  near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy 
Roberts. 

District  Xo.  12 — Shall  begin  at  John  Meserve's  house, 
thence  to  the  bridge  below  Stephen  Austin's  house. 

District  Xo.  13— Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  the  late  Jeremy  Roberts,  thence  to  the 
red  School  House  and  main  road  to  and  across  the  bridge 
below  Stephen  Austin's  house,  with  all  the  cross  roads. 

District  Xo.  14— Shall  begin  at  Amaziah  Brownell's 
house,  thence  by  the  house  of  Nicholas  Varney  to  Nath'l 
Carlton's  house  and  the  Cowan  Road. 

District  Xo.  15— Shall  beffin   at   the    culvert   at    Plate's 
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hill,  thence  by  Samuel  Hanson's,  2d,  to  the   old   road   and 
the  AraoB  Burrows  road. 

District  No.  16 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  James  Went- 
worth,  thence  to  Spruce  Lane,  the  David  and  Samuel  Tut- 
tie  roads,  the  new  road  to  Rejniold's  Bridge,  and  the  road 
to  Madbury  line. 

District  No.  IT — Shall  begin  at  the  head  of  Locust  street, 
thence  to  Spruce  Lane,  the  Mast  road  to  Reynold's  Bridge, 
the  Drew  Lane  and  the  Spruce  Lane. 

District  No.  18 — Shall  begin  at  the  Madbury  line,  thence 
by  Simon  J.  Torr's  house  to  Dunn's  bridge,  the  Mast  road 
to  Reynold's  bridge,  and  the  Pudding  hill  road  to  Mad- 
•bury  line. 

Distinct  No.  19 — Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Joshua 
Trickey,  thence  by  the  house  of  William  Twombly  to 
Madbury  line,  and  from  said  road  by  Richardson's  Mill  to 
the  Durham  road,  and  then  from  said  road  to  the  farm  of 
E.  Gate,  and  from  said  road  to  the  nanson  shop  (so  called,) 
District  No.  20  —  Shall  begin  at  the  house  of  Robert 
Cristy,  thence  to  Madbury  line,  by  J.  Cook's  house,  and 
to  Madbury  lino  by  the  house  of  .L  F.  Kelly,  thence  on 
cross  road  to  the  house  of  Wm.  W.  Wiofo-iri. 

District  No.  21 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  lately  owned  by  H.  G.  Otis,  thence  by  the 
house  of  Ephraim  Ham  to  E.  Faxon's  blacksmith  shop,  and 
both  cross  roads  leading  from  said  road  across  the  Whit- 
tier  Bridge  to  the  railroad  crossing  ;  also  the  cross  road  to 
Wm.  W.  Wiggin's  and  the  cross  road  to  the  Upper  Fac- 
tory bridge. 

District  No.  22— Shall  begin  at  E.  Faxon's  blacksmith 
shop,  thence  by  the  house  of  John  H.  Lougee  to  Barring- 
ton  line,  the  road  to  Rochester  line,  the  road  to  Madbury 
line,  and  cross  road  over  the  Watson  Bridge  to  the  railroad 
crossing. 

District  No.  23 — Shall  begin  at  the  junction  of  the  roads 
near  the  house  of  A.  T.  Roberts,  thence  by  Ivory  Paul's 
house  to  the  junction  of  the  roads  near  Samuel  H.  Hanson's 
house,  and  the  cross  road  to  Mrs.  Pinkham's. 
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fit)  Orvliflance  relative  to  the  Fiic  Departiueut. 

Bo  it  ordained  by  the   City  Council  of  the  city  of  Dover: 

Sec.  1.  The  Fire  Department  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Kngiuoer,  and  two 
Assistant  Engiueers,  to  be  denominated  first  and  second  Assistant  Engineers, 
aJttd  Ji5  many  Engine  men  and  Hose  men.  not  exceeding  eighteen  toeacu  com- 
pany, as  may  be  nece^i'a^y  to  work  the  several  Steam  Fiie  Engines  wwaed  by 
tiie  city,  and  a?  many  Engine  men  and  Hose  men,  not  exceeding  forty  to  each 
company,  as  may  be  necessary  to  operate  the  several  Hand  Engines  owne-i 
and  u^ed  by  the  City,  and  a  suitable  number  of  Hook  and  Ladder  men  not  ex- 
ceeding forty  to  form  one  company,  and  a  board  of  special  Police  Oicers  not 
exceeding  eighty  iu  number. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  shall,  in  the  m-jnth  of  Mar:h,  annually 
appoint  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers,  who  shall  bold  their  respective 
offices  until  their  iuceessor?  are  appointed  and  qualified;  and  in  case  of  a  va- 
dancy  in  the  board  of  Engineers,  from  any  cause,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall, 
at  once,  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  and  said  engineers  ohall  constitute 
the  board  ^ji  Engineers,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  and  exercise  the  j>ovi'ers 
of  fire  wards. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  Eagiaefcrs  shall  appoint  from  each  Stvim  Fir©  Engine 
Company  a  Foreman,  an  Assistant  Foreman,  a  Steam  Engineer,  a  St^am  Fire- 
man, and  Assiifeant  Steam  Fireman,  and  from  the  company  attached  to  Steam 
Fire  Engine  No.  2,  they  shall  appoint  a  Driver,  who  shall  ale:>  be  S:ewari  for 
Steam  Fire  Engine  House. 

Sec.  4.  The  Foremen  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  Companies,  under  the  di- 
r^tion  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  shall  at  all  fire?  determine  the  Iocati:)n  of  their 
re^spective  Enginis,  and  the  time  of  working  the  .>ame.  They  shall  also  have 
charge  of  the  hose  and  hose  men  compojing  their  respective  eompaaiea.  Each 
Steam  Engineer  shall  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  Engineers,  have  the 
sole  care  of  the  Engine  intrusted  to  him,  he  shall  operate  and  manage  the 
same,  aad  from  frequent  minute,  personal  examinations,  know  that  his  engine 
is  at  all  times  in  perfect  working  order,  ready  for  immediate  use ;  and  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  ii5  good  condition.  He  shall  also  ;>e  held  responsible 
for  the  proper  performance  of  all  the  duties  required  of  the  St«am  Fireman  and 
Assiat&nt  Stc-aui  Fireman  of  his  company,  and  in  ca^e  of  any  delinquency  on 
the  part  o^ther  of  them,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  board  of  Engineers. 
The  Driver  of  each  Steam  Fire  Engine  ?hall  be  under  the  imme«iiat(^  direction 
of  the  Steam  Engineer,  when  such  engine  is  in  use  or  is  being  conveje-i  to  or 
from  the  place  of  use.  The  Steward  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  Hou;?e  shall,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  board  of  Engineers,  have  the  care  of  said  House,  and 
ihall  at  all  times  of  day  and  night  be  at,  or  near  the  same,  or  furrrlsh  a  substi- 
t-ut«  acceptable  to  the  beard  of  Engineer*.    He   shall  aee  t^at  s*id  House  L? 
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kept  in  a  neat  and  orderly  condition,  und  tiiat  the  ground  between  the  doors 
of  the  House  and  the  street  is  free  from  snow,  ice  and  all  other  obstructions 
in  the  way  of  the  most  expeditious  conveyance  of  the  engines  and  other  fire  ap- 
paratus to  and  from  the  House.  He  shall  also  see  that  all  fire  apparatus  not 
specially  in  charge  of  the  Steam  Engineer  is  in  the  most  eflScient  order  and 
condition.  He  shall  also  be  the  Driver,  and  have  charge  of  the  horse,  which 
shall  be  kept  for  drawing  Steam  Fire  Engine  No.  2,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  upon  an  alarm  of  firo  being  given,  he  shall  instantly  set  fire  to  the  fuel 
prepared  in  the  fire  box  of  said  Engine  No.  2,  harness  the  horse  thereto,  and 
drive  at  once  to  a  convenient  place  near  the  fire  from  which  a  supply  of 
water  can  be  obtained,  and  await  the   direction  of  the  Steam  Engineer. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  Aldermen  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  March,  ap- 
point a  board  of  Special  Police  Officers  not  exceeding  eighty  in  number,  to  be 
called  the  Dover  Fire  Guards,  whose  only  duty  as  such  officers,  shall 
be  to  attend,  at  all  fires  in  the  city,  to  the  preservation,  removal  and  safe 
keeping  of  personal  property  endangered  by  such  fires,  and  to  the  discharge  of 
all  such  police  duties  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  such  object.  Said 
Eire  Guards,  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  by  the  City  Clerk,  immediately  after 
their  appointment,  shall  elect  by  ballot  and  major  vote  of  all  present,  a  suit- 
able person  to  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  Superintendent. 
The  members  of  said  Fire  Guards,  at  all  fires,  shall  be  under  the  direct  control 
of  the  Superintendent  and  such  subordinate  officers  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
the  By-Laws  of  said  Fire  Guards,  all  however  being  subject  to  the  general  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Engineers.  Every  thing  necessarily  required  by  said  Fire 
Guards  for  tho  successful  prosecution  of  their  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  city;  but  they 
shall  receive  no  compensation  from  the  city  for  their  services. 

Sec.  6.  No  member  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  hold  the  office  of  Marshal, 
Assistant  Marshal, or  Police  Officer, except  the  members  of  the  Special  Fire  Police. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  of  fire,  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  sole  and  absolute 
control  and  command  over  the  Assistant  Engineers,  and  all  other  officers  and 
members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Sec.  8.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  Assistant  Engineer  next 
in  rank,  who  may  be  present,  shall  have  all  the  power,  and  perform  the  duties 
of  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  y.  Each  Steam  Engineer,  and  the  Foreman  of  each  Engine  and  Hook 
and  Ladder  Company  shall,  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  also  in  addition 
thereto,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  every  fire  at  which  the  Engine,  or  other 
lire  apparatus  in  the  care  of  such  Steam  Engineer,  or  Foreman,  shall  have  been 
operated,  examine  minutely  and  carefully  such  Engine  and  fire  apparatus, 
and  report  the  condition  thereof  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  10,  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  cause  the  necessary  repairs  to  be  made 
on  all  the  Engines  and  other  Fire  Apparatus,  and  the  Reservoirs  under  his  care 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  February  report  to 
the  City  Co'uncil  the  condition  of  the  same,  and,  also,  the  names  of  the  members 
of  each  of  the  Engine  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies. 

Sec.  11.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mcmbere  of  the  Fire  Departiacut,  upoa 
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an  alarm  of  fire,  to  forthwith  repair  to  their  rej-pective  engines,  or  other  £ro 
apparatus,  as.-ist  in  conveying  the  same  to  tl-.e  fire,  place  themselveH  under  the 
control  of  the  Engineer  in  command,  aud  obey  his  orders;  and  upon  receiving 
his  permission,  to  return  the  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus  to  their  appropri- 
ate places  in  a  quiet  and  orderly  manner. 

Sec.  12.  The  Foreman  of  each  Engine  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  and 
the  Steam  Engineer  of  each  Steam  Fire  Engine,  on  returning  from  every  firt, 
shall  cau^e  the  Engines  and  other  fire  apparatus  intrusted  to  their  care  respec- 
tively, to  be  thoroughly  cleaned,  washed,  oiled  and  .securely  housed;  and  at 
ieast  once  in  each  month,  said  Engines  and  other  apparatu^^  i^hall  be  thoroughly 
tested  under  the  direction   of  the    Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  13.  All  species  of  gaming,  or  playing  of  games  of  chance,  and  all  dis- 
orderly conduct  in  any  Engine  House  or  Hook  and  Ladder  Hous'v,  or  any  Hall 
or  other  room  connected  therewith,  at  any  and  all  times,  is  expressly  forbidden; 
and  all  assembling  of  persons  on  the  Sabbaih,  in  any  of  the  said  houses,  halla 
or  other  rooms,  except  for  the  purpose  of  doing  necessary  work  on  the  Engines 
or  other  fire  apparatus  belonging  in  such  houses,  halls,  or  rooms,  or  of  convey- 
ing such  Engines  or  other  fire  apparatus  to  a  place  of  fire,  or  of  returning  the 
same  to  its  appropriate  place,  is  also  expressly  forbidden ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  or  the  City  Marshal  to  see  that  the  provisions  of 
this  section  are  enforced. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  cause  one  horse  and  harness 
suitable  to  convey  Steam  Fire  Engine  No.  2,  to  be  kept  in  the  stable  adjoining 
the  Engine  House  on  Orchard  street,  at  all  times,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Chief  ±!ingineer,  to  be  used  only  in  conveying  said  Steam  Fire  Engine,  or  other 
fire  apparatus,  or  for  other  necessary  work  connected  with  the  same.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  cause  that  one  pair  of  horses,  suitable  to  con- 
vey Steam  Fire  Engine  J^o.  1,  and  a  competent  Driver,  to  be  kept  within  the 
limits  of  Highway  District  No.  1.  In  case  of  an  alarm  of  fire,  said  Driver, 
■with  his  horses,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Chief  Engineer;  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  forthwith  to  repair  to  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  House,  set  fire  to  the 
fuel  prepared  in  the  fire  box  of  Steam  Fire  Engine  Xo.  1,  and  draw  the  same 
to  a  convenient  place  near  the  fire  from  which  a  supply  of  water  can  be  obtain- 
ed, and  await  the  direction  of  the  Steam  Engineer. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  chimney,  stovepipe  or  flue  shall  be  set  on  fire,  the  occupant 
of  the  building,  or  tenement  to  which  such  chimney,  ktovepipc  or  Cue  apper- 
tains, shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  two  dollars  for  each  ofience;  provided, 
however,  that  any  person  may  lawfully  burn  out,  or  set  fire  to  his  chimney, 
stovepipe  or  flue,  any  time  between  sunrise  and  noon,  when  the  roof  of  his  own 
and  the  neighboring  houses  are  thoroughly  wet  with  rain,  or  covered  with  enow 
or  ice. 

Sec.  16.  It  yhall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  Engineers,  to  inquire  for  and 
examine  into  all  places  where  shavings  and  other  combustible  materials  may 
be  collected  or  deposited,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  by  the  tenant?, 
or  occupants  of  such  place,  or  at  iheir  expense,  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  said 
board,  or  of  any  committee  of  said  board  such  removal  may  bo  necessary  to 
the  secuiity  of  the  city  against  fire. 
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Sac.  17.  The  board  of  Engineers,  aud  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire 
Department,  shall  receive  for  tljeir  services,  per  annum,  as  follows:  The  Chief 
Engineer,  one  hundred  dollart;  the  First  and  Second  Assistant  Engineers,  forty 
dollars  each;  the  Clerk  of  the  board  of  Engineer.?,  twenty-five  dollars;  the 
Foremen,  Ahsistaut  Foremen  and  Hosoraen  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  Com- 
panies, eighteen  dollars  each ;  the  Steam  Engineer  of  Steam  Fire  Engine  No. 
1,  seventy-five  dollars;  the  Steam  Engineer  of  Steam  Fire  Engine  No.  2,  sixty 
dollars;  the  Sli^am  Firemen  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engines,  forty  dollars  each;  tiie 
A33ii?tant  Steam  Firemen  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engines,  twenty-fi\e  dollars  each ; 
and  the  Foremen,  Assistant  Foremen  ».nd  members  of  the  Hand  Plngines  and 
Hook  and  Ladder  companies,  ten  dollar?  each.  Provided,  that  the  said  sums 
shall  not  be  paid  to  an  engineer  or  other  member  of  the  Department,  unless  he 
shall  have  served  at^every  fire  during  the  year  in  the  city,  or  shall  liuve  rend- 
ered a  sufficient  excuse  for  hi?  absence  from  every  such  fire;  and  in  case  of  such 
absence,  eaeh  Hosemaa  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  companies,  and  each  member 
of  the  Hand  Engine  and  Hook  and  Ladder  companies  shall  render  such  excuse 
to  his  Foreman,  who  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  suffieic-ncy  of  such  excuse; 
and  each  Assistant  Engineer,  Foreman,  Steam  Engineer,  Steam  Fireman  and 
Assistaiit  Steam  Fireman,  siiall  render  his  excuse  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  who 
shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  sufficiencj'  of  such  excuse.  Provided,  that  in  case 
any  member  shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  city,  or  shall  have  received 
an.  honorable  discharge,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  pay  under  the  above  conditions, 
in  proportion  to  the  time  he  shall  serve. 

Sec.  18.  An  ordinance  passed  Jan.  24,  ISGG,  entitled  an  ordinance  relative 
to  the  Fire  Department,  is  hereby  repealed.  Provided,  however,  that  this 
rojpeal  shall  not  affect  any  act  done  or  right  acquired  under  said  ordirianoe.
